Freed Acres 
NotCounted 
for 1950 


Cotton producers of Hempstead 


county were reminded today 
by 


Earl N Martindale chairman 
of 


the Hempstead county PMA com- 
mittee, that cotton acreage allot- 
ments released for 1950 will not 
be considered in the 1950 cotton 
acreage history . 


They were also advised 
that 


thecotton history 
for 
the farm 


for the 1950 used in establishing 
future acreage allotments for the 
farm will be based on the acreage 
planted to cotton on the farm in 
1950 regardless 
of whether 
the 


unused acreage allotment is 
re- 


leased or not. 
Farmers were ad- 


vised that any or all of thcircot- 
ton allotments can be released "for 
1950 only" tor "permanently." Cot- 
ton acreage released can be re- 
apportioned to other farms in the 
county. 


In establishing 1951 cotton acre- 


age allotments the acreage plant- 
ed to cotton in 1947, 1948, and 
1950 
will be 
considered. 
When, 


acreage is released "for 1950 only" 
the owner or operator 
of the 


farm 
may sign the release form. 


However, when the cotton 
is 


released" permanently" both own- 
er and operator must sign 
the 


form. Final date for signing re- 
lease form is April 30. 
Farmers 


are also reminded that they have 
until April 20 tp apply for increase 
in their 1950 farm cotton acreage 
allotment in line with 
minimum 


provisions in new legislation pass- 
ed by congress last month. 
, 


The new law allows every cotton 


producer — upon written applica- 
tion to the County PMA Commit- 
tee a minimum 1950 farm cotton 
allotments of the larger of (1) 65 
per cent of the acreage acerage 
planted or regarded as planted to 
•cotton on his farm in 1946, 1947, 
and 1948 or (2) 45 per cent of 
th e highest acreage planted to or 
regarded as planted to cotton on 
his farm in any one of these three 
years except that the 
minimum 


allotment cannot exceed 
40 
per 


cent of the acreage 
tilled 
on 


the farm 1949 or in regular rota- 
tion. Credit for"war crops" plant- 
ed on the farm is considered, as 
provivdcd by law, in determining 
the acreage regarded as 
planted 


cotton.

Maxwell was convicted and sen- 


tenced : to ,die in the first trial in 
August last year but his conviction 
was set aside, by the 
Arkansas 


Supreme Court In 
January "1950 


arid a new,trial was^ordered. \ 


.This morning VI. Haarold Flow- 


ers, Pine Bluff Negro, who rep- 
resents Maxwell 
asked 
for 
a 


change of venue on the 
grounds 


that defendant "cannot, obtain 
a 


fair trial by reason of 
undue 


prejudice agaihst him and the de- 
fense which he proposes to raise" 
and that due to this race prejudice 
;is "unab,le to ascertain 
fully 


the facts". 


Flowers called two 
witnesses, 


Roland Hicks, local negro under- 
taker and Dr. R. C. Lewis, local 
physician. • 


Hicks testified that,he had talk- 


ed with others over the 
county 


about the case and felt it would 
be better to move the trial 
to 


another county. However, when, 
questioned bluntly b'y Prosecut- 
ing Attorney James H. Pilkinton, 
Hicks wouldn't1 say that he 
be- 


lieved Maxwell would not get 
a 


fair-trial. 


Dr, Lewis Indicated in his testi- 


mony that he felt the factors of; 
the case shouldn't be brought up 
in this county and that he fear- 
ed the aftermath ol the trial. 


When asked; by Mr. Pilkintott i£ 


he thought he could get justice in 
the Hempstead courts Dr, • Lewis 
replied; 


"I belief I can get justice — 


if I didn't 1 would leave Hope." 


Fpllbwing-'this testimony Ihe-TnO 


tion was denied by Judge Bush 


Flower then presented a motion 


to "Quash Panel Petit Jurors", on 
the grounds that it contained no 
negroes. 


Judge Bush then informed 
the 


entire courtroom the 
proceedure 


in which jurors are selected. 


'I have always instructed jury 


commissioners against discrimina- 
tion and to think only of the quali- 
fications as prescribed t>y law. The 
law does not require that a 
ne 


gro serve on a jury. No man 4s 
entitled to have any certain per- 
son! a jury," Judge 
Bush 
em- 


phasized. 


"The test is not color — but his 


character. In selecting jury com- 
missioners I select the best men 
in my estimation," he said. 


The Judge then called jury com- 


missioner Robert LaGrone, Jr., to 
the stand. 


Mr. LaGrone testified that the 


commissioners were instructed in 
every detail by Judge Bush expe- 
cially against discrimination. 


The motion was denied 
along 


with another to "Quash Informa 
tion". 


The names of the jurors were 


drawn and it was developed that 
six Negroes were included on the 
list. No Negro has served as 
a 


Hempstead juror within the 
last 


50 to 60 years.

New York, April 18 —M5)—.Mos- 


cow has announced, in the p a s t 
half year, the deaths of 15 Rus- 
sian generals and admirals—some 
of them rather young. 


The appearance 
of such obitu- 


aries so frequently in the 
Soviet 


press naturally 
arouses 
specula- 


tion in the West over the possibil- 
ity of a new purge in the 
Soviet 


Union. However, there has 
been 


no hint in the advices which pass 
through Moscow censorship 
thai 


a purge actually is under way. 


Even if the Soviet press has re 


ported all the deaths of the 
top 


military brass, a rather hign mor- 
tality rate is indicated, particu- 
larly when a number of the offi- 
cers were in their forties. 


Other high-ranking Soviet func- 


tionaries also have passed 
away 


recently. They include Peter An- 
urov, a counsellor first class 
in 


the Coviet foreign ministry.

death notice, but it said the death 
was "untimely." Another such was 
Anatoli Kopytov, minister of cine- 
matography, who died March 10. 
He was only 43.

Kopar, Zone B, Yugoslav- C o n 


trolled Territory of Trieste, April 
17 (fP)—. The people of this Yugo- 
slav-occupied area outside the Ad- 
riatic port of Trieste 
yesterday 


voted for the first time since the 
war for their local leaders. Vic- 
tory for the supporters of Premier 
Marshal Tito was certain. 


In a pouring rain some 
65,000 


eligible electors — men and wom- 
en over 18 — cast ballots 
for 


candidates for 150 council s e a t s . 
Results probably will be announced 
later. 


In contrast to voting inside Yu- 


goslavia proper, some S o c i alists 
and Christian Democrat candidates 
ran on tickets opposing the com- 
munist-dominated people's front. 


There appeared little spontan - 


usenthusiasm for the election 
and 


there were no reported incidents 
of violence. 


While the people's front had can- 


didates for every seat, the Social- 
ists ran only nine candidates 
in 


six districts and the Christian Dem- 
ocrats had a slate of six. The 
Yugoslavs claim both opposing par- 
ties are financed and supported by 
sister parties in neighboring Italy.

Maragon is on trial on charges 


he perjured himself about business 
and financial affairs when he tes- 
tified last year on the senate five 
percenter probe.. Five percenters 
are agents who charge a fee, or- 
dinarily five per cent, for repre- 
senting others in business 
prob- 


lems with the government. 


Maragon has pleaded not guilty. 


If convicted of all 
the 
charges 


against him he could be jailed for 
as long as 40 years. 


His attorney, Irvin Goldstein, told 


a jury of nine men and three wom- 
en yesterday that Maragon 
is 


friendly, personable fellow with a 
lot of acquaintances and 
friends 


for whom he sometimes ran 
er- 


rands. He tried to put across the 
point that Maragon's d e a l i n gs 
with the government were errands 
and not negotiations, as the gov- 
ernment charges. 


He called Maragon "a little man 


among the great, a peanut 
man 


among princes."

The government has a c c u s e d 


Maragon of trying to swing busi- 
ness deals with federal 
agencies 


and getting paid for his operations, 
although he testified he engaged in 
no such a c t i v i t i e s from 1045 
through mid-1949. 


Plastic Valves 
for Heart 
Described 


Atlantic City, N. J., April 18 — 


(/P)— Plastic valves for bad hearts 
were described today by four Al- 
bany, N. Y., medical college 'phy- 
siologists. 


Several dogs arc living with the 


artificial 
valves in- their 
hearts 


now, Drs. Rehmi Denton, Curtland 
Brown, Benedict Mastrianni 
and 


Harold Wiggers told the Federa- 
tion of American Societies for Ex- 
perimental Biology, 


Within two years it may be pos 


sible to put the plastic valves into 
human hearts, 
substituting 
them 


for living valves damaged by heart 
diseases, they said. 


The valves are 
tiny, 
one-piece 


affairs, with no moving p a r t s , 
They are 
circular, 
and 
funnel- 


shaped on ohe end. Each is about 
half an inch 'wide at the 
funnel 


end, and a Htle more than 
half 


an inch long. 


They are sowed into the 
heart. 


The heart muscle, by its 
move- 


ment, opens or closes the valve. In 
contraction, it pushes up a g a i nst 
the plastic valve so no blood backs 
through it. 


The operation placing the plas- 


tic valves in the heart nowis rel- 
atively safe, the scientists said. It 
has been tried on about 30 dogs, 
and five of them are alive and well, 
and have been so for about 
six 
months.

Republican, has said Budenz will 
testify that Owen Lattimoro 
was 


known to him to be a Communist. 
Lattimore, an expert on Asia, has 
been a consultant of the state de- 
partment on occasion. 


Budenz will appear before 
the 


senate committee which is investi- 
gating McCarthy's 
charges 
that 


the state department has h i r e d 
Communists. When he first made 
them, McCarthy's charges 
were 


very sweeping. 


Since then, he's narrowed them 


down. Nine people he named as 
pro-Communists or poor s e curity 
risks not only denied his accusa- 
tions but most of them denounced 
McCarthy. 


'Finally, McCarthy said his whole 


case would stand or fall on what 
he had to say about Lattimore. 


At first, McCarthy called Latti- 


more the "top Soviet e s p i o nage 
agent" in this country .Lattimore, 
appearing before the 
committee, 


lenied McCarthy's 
charges 


challenged him to m a k e 
charges publicly whore he could be 
sued instead of in the safety and 
mmunity of the senate. 


Since then McCarthy has spoken

Budenz was raised as a Catholic 
n the Midwest but

broke 


with the church and was ex-com- 
municated for marrying a divorced 
woman., 


He became active in organized 


.abor and remained in that 
for 


years. The publishers of his book 
—"This Is My Story" — say 
he 


was arrested 21 times in labor dis- 
putes and acquitted 21 times. 


in 1035 he joined the Communist 


party, rose to be a member of its 
national committee, and from 1940 
until 1945 was editor of the party's 
paper, the "Daily Worker." 


On Oct. 19, 1945 —ten y e a r s 


after joining 
— Budenz quit the 


party and his job and went back 
nto the Catholic church, a step he 
lad been planning for two years. 
The excommunication ban on him 
was lifted. 


Soon he wrote the story of his 


iCe, "This Is My Story." That book 
opens on a very religious note, for 
Budenz dedicates it to "Mary Im- 
maculate, Patroness of Our 
Be- 


loved Land." 


Deep in the book, writing of his 


decision to get out of the party and 
back into the church, Budenz said 
lie "experienced a sense of peace 
such as I had not enjoyed for three 
stormy decades." 


Budenz' testimony p r o b a b l y 


will be of much importance to the 
whole McCarthy case for over the 
weekend criticism of M c C a r t h y 
sprouted out in different places. 


The Catholic Review, official or- 


gan of the .archdiocese of Wash-

McCarthy to "put up or shut up," 
to "cut out the talk and come up 
with the facts."

the United Nations is considering 
the idea of visiting Marshal .Stalin 
in Moscow in an effort to get Rus- 
sia and her satellites to resume 
normal relations with the now ham- 
strung peace organization. 


This is a part of the secretary 


general's save-the-U. N. campaign, 
and so may be .viewed in a dif- 
ferent light than previous propos- 
als for peace-appeals to Moscow. 
Most of the former suggestions in- 
volved officials of various western 
governments, and i m m e d lately 


evoked cries of "appeasement." 


However, Mr. Trygve Lie is in a 


unique position. As secretary gen 
era! of the U. N. he is a servant o 
all nations. He is in effect a "citi 
zcn o£ the world" whose job is t 
act as moderator in the effort o 
welding all countries together. 


As a matter of fact, if the sec 


retary general does carry his pie 
to Moscow, it will tend to put the 
Soviet Union on a spot where i 
may have to declare itsellf cithe 
for or against peace.

Mr. Lie maintains that the U. N.

rnment that controls the majority 
if the people and the land mass, 
•le wants the Red Chinese seated 
ight away in order to bring the 
lussians back. 


In this connection it's interesting

John Foster Dulles also maintains

nese government should be admit- 
ed in a new book that the

-hincse government should be ad- 
mitted to the U. N. if the regime 
'in fact proves its ability to gov- 
ern China without serious domestic 
resistance."

One would think that the neutral

Red leaders may deviate from that 
program slightly for the sake of 
expedience at times, but we may 
be sure that they are not gouig 
to abandon their world offensive 
until they either succeed or come 
up against a stone wall.
